HEAVY FALL COMMENCED BE-

The heavy snow predicted for Friday 


j night by Weather Forecaster Hyatt ar-

AUTHORITY. 


Increase of Wages From $65 to $90 
Would Not Swell the Expenses of 
the Department as Much as 
Is Expected. 


introduced by State Senator 
Frank Farris, to authorize the promotion 
of probationary patrolmen to the grade 
of full patreimen after two years of ser- 
vice, was originated by Clarence the Cop,“ 
as the probationary patrolman is good- 
naturediy designated by his brothers, the 
regular patrolmen. 

Former Senator J. W. Farris, 
derstood, prevailed upon his son, the pres- 
ent senator, to introduce tise bill. The 
probationaries had appealed to the elder 
Farris to do something in their behalf. 

John H. Finnell of the Fifth district, 
who has been a probationary patroiman 
since February, 1900, said to the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“The probationartes believe that they 
should be promoted to full grade, with in- 
crease of sclary from 365 to $90, when they 
have shown that they are capable officers 
and when the city atill desires to retain 
them in service. 

“It is hoped that this law will pass, so 
that the police board may have statutory 
authority for such promotions. If this bill 
is defeated, some sort of civil service rule 
should be adopted to govern promotions. 
There are many officers on the probation- 
ary list today, working for $65 a month 
side by side with officers who get $90, and 
the probationartes are in every way as 
capable as the full patrolmen. 

By the passage of this bili about 100 men 
wculd be promoted, and the increased val- 
aries would not be more than $46,000 a year 
in the aggregate.’ 

A petition is being circulated among the 
prebationaries requesting the police board 
to approve the bill now pending in the 
Serate.
